The  Big  Jump  Project  Awards  Grant 

Los  Angeles  is  among  10  winning  cities  selected  for  the  Big  Jump  Project,  a new  initiative 
from  the  national  bike  advocacy  group  . By  quickly  building  and 

connecting  bike  networks,  the  program  aims  to  double  or  triple  bike  ridership  in  specific 
neighborhoods  over  the  course  of  just  three  years. 

As  part  of  the  Big  Jump  Project,  Los  Angeles  will  focus  on  improving  bike  infrastructure  in 
downtown  LA  and  University  Park,  the  city's  business  core.  As  a participant  in  the 
program,  Los  Angeles  will  annually  receive  the  equivalent  of  $200,000  in  technical 
support  from  PeopleForBikes,  as  well  as  an  additional  $50,000  in  matching  funds  or 
financial  commitments  from  local  organizations.

She 
contacted  LAPD  and  Wilshire  Division  detectives  met  with 
the  woman  and  confirmed  that  she  was  in  fact  the  missing 


person.  This  woman  was  reunited  with  her  family  just  in  time  for  the  Holiday  Season.  Ms.

The  Special  Traffic  Operations  & Emergency  Response  Division  (STO)  is  a vital  part  of  the 
Department  and  a key  component  to  safe  mobility  in  the  city.  Transportation  Engineer, 
Edward  Yu;  Transportation  Engineering  Associate  II,  Armen  Kamyshyan;  Transportation 
Engineering  Aide  I,  Richard  Greene;  and  Civil  Engineering  Drafting  Technician,  Ronald 
Frias,  are  being  recognized  for  their  outstanding  performance  and  dedication  to  our 
residents.  This  group  is  responsible  for  the  planning  and  execution  of  Traffic 
Management  plans  for  over  400  Special  Events  annually,  in  addition  to  First  Amendment 
activities,  support  for  LAPD,  and  emergency  responses  during  natural  disasters.
